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MODEL  RURAL  SCHOOL  BUILDING 
This  building  is  the  result  of  an  attempt  to  illustrate  in  all 
essential  respects,  taking  into  account  the  modern  practical  de- 
mands upon  education,  the  best  that  is  practicable  and  feasible 
in  a  typical,  well-to-do,  country  locality  in  the  way  of  a  build- 
ing for  either  an  ungraded,  one-teacher  school  or  a  partly 
graded  school  of  two,  and  possibly  three,  teachers,  the  latter 
of  which  will  be,  for  a  long  time  to  come,  the  most  common 
type  of  consolidated  rural  school.  Blueprints  and  an  illus- 
trated, descriptive  bulletin  giving  detailed  information  about 
the  construction  of  the  building  may  be  had  by  writing  to  the 
normal  school. 

In  its  model  rural  school,  which  is  in  actual  operation  during 
both  regular  school  year  and  summer  term,  the  normal  school 
aims  to  illustrate  the  best  obtainable  things  not  only  in  a 
building  but  upon  the  sides  of  the  grounds,  equipment,  teacher, 
course  of  study,  daily  program,  methods  of  instruction,  man- 
agement of  children,  and  social  activities — in  a  word  to  make 
the  model  rural  school  a  rich  source  of  inspiration  and  helpful 
suggestion  to  all,  especially  teachers  and  school  officials  who 
are  interested  in  rural  education  and  the  general  development 
of  country  life.  A  copy  of  the  course  of  study  and  daily  pro- 
gram used  in  the  model  rural  school  will  be  sent  to  anyone 
upon  request. 
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Second-grade   and   First-grade   Elementary    (Fourth-grade   and 

Third-grade  Certificates  and  the  New  Three- Year 

Normal  School  Course  for  Preparing 

Rural  Teachers 

Students  who  are  working  for  elementary  certificates  should 
be  acquainted  with  the  following  new  regulations  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education: 

"Fourth-grade  certificates  shall  be  granted  without  examina- 
tion to  applicants  who  are  persons  of  good  moral  character 
possessing  an  aptness  to  teach  and  govern,  are  at  least  eighteen 
years  of  age,  and  have  been  granted  a  certificate  of  comple- 
tion from  a  three -year  course  in  some  state  normal  school,  this 
three-year  course  to  require  the  completion  of  fifteen  units  or 
forty-five  term  credits  of  work  above  the  eighth  grade.  This 
course  shall  require  and  include  as  a  part  of  the  forty-five 
term  credits  the  completion  of  the  following  subjects  covered 
as  indicated  by  the  weeks  given:  English  (96);  Psychology 
(24);  pedagogy  to  include  six  weeks  of  observation  and  prac- 
tice teaching  (24);  civics  (12);  U.  S.  history  (12);  agri- 
culture (24);  rural  economics  (12);  arithmetic  to  include 
twelve  weeks  of  household  and  farm  accounts  (24);  health 
and  sanitation  (12);  public  speaking  (12);  music  (12); 
drawing  (12);  and  either  domestic  science  (12)  or  manual 
training   (12).     This  certificate  is  valid  for  two  years. " 

"Third-grade  certificates  shall  be  issued  to  applicants  who 
are  persons  of  good  moral  character  possessing  an  aptness  to 
teach  and  govern,  who  have  completed  a  course  as  described 
here,  and  in  addition  have  had  eight  months  of  successful 
teaching  experience.     This  certificate  is  valid  for  three  years. " 

"Fourth  and  third-grade  certificates  secured  on  completing 
the  high  school  or  the  three-year  normal  school  course  as  de- 
scribed here  are  not  renewable,  but  they  may  be  reissued  by 
examination  in  all  subjects.  The  persons  holding  such  certif- 
icates are  expected,  if  they  continue  in  teaching,  to  graduate 
from  the  normal  schools  or  colleges. 9J 

"There  shall  be  no  renewals  nor  acceptance  of  individual 
institution  credits  including  teachers'  reading  circle  credits 
for  any  grade  of  certificate.' ' 

The  three  years'  work  outlined  in  the  above  regulations  and 
intended  primarily  to  prepare  rural  teachers  is  offered  by  the 
normal  school  and  is  found  entirely  within  the  four-year  ele- 
mentary course,  so  that  only  one  yeur's  work,  in  addition  to 
that  outlined  in  the  regulation,  is  necessary  to  complete  that 
course. 
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The  Elementary  Diploma  and  Second-grade  Professional 
Certificates 

By  action  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  a  second-grade 
professional  certificate  based  on  an  elementary  diploma  secured 
by  completing  either  the  four-year  course  for  eighth-grade 
graduates  or  the  one-year  course  for  high  school  graduates  is 
no  longer  renewable — that  is,  after  the  validity,  under  the  law, 
of  the  diploma  for  two  years  and  of  the  certificate  based  upon 
the  diploma  for  five  years — seven  years  in  all. 

As  a  result  a  good  many  students  who  have  planned  to  make 
only  an  elementary  diploma  will  decide  to  do  the  additional 
year's  work  required  for  an  advanced,  or  standard,  diploma 
or,  in  other  words,  to  graduate  from  either  the  five-year  course 
for  eighth-grade  graduates  or  the  two-year  course  for  high 
school  graduates.  The  advanced,  or  standard,  diploma  leads, 
under  the  law  alone,  to  a  second-grade  professional  certificate 
valid  for  life.  A  more  detailed  statement  of  the  advantages 
of  graduating  from  one  of  the  advanced  courses  will  be  found 
on  another  page.  It  is  hoped  that  a  considerable  number  of 
the  graduates  from  the  elementary  courses  may  return  to  com- 
plete an  advanced  course  and  receive  a  standard  diploma. 

The  extra  year's  work,  which  is  outlined  on  another  page, 
will  be  offered  next  year  and,  also,  in  the  1918  summer  term. 
If  possible,  it  will  be  arranged  so  that  this  year's  work  may  be 
done  in  a  series  of  summer  terms  without  attending  the  normal 
school  during  the  regular  school  year. 
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Eighth-grade  Graduates  and  Normal- School  Diplomas 

An  eighth-grade  graduate  who  wants  to  make  a  normal 
school  diploma,  either  elementary  or  advanced,  can  save  a  year 
by  coming  directly  to  the  normal  school  instead  of  first  taking 
four  years  of  high  school  work.  By  the  first  way,  the  elemen- 
tary diploma  can  be  made  in  four  years  and  the  advanced 
diploma  in  five  years.  By  the  other  way,  it  takes  five  and 
six  years  respectively  to  make  these  diplomas.  Similarly, 
while  under  the  rules  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  a  four 
years '  high  school  course  is  required  for  second-grade  and  first- 
grade  elementary  (fourth-grade  and  third-grade)  certificates, 
these  same  certificates  can  be  made  in  three  years  at  the 
normal  school.  This  information  will  be  of  most  value  to 
students  who  must  go  away  from  home  to  attend  high  school. 
They  could  go  to  the  normal  school  instead  at  little  or  no  in- 
crease of  cost  per  year  and  with  a  saving  of  much  valuable 
time. 

It  often  happens  that  students  who  are  part  way  through  a 
high  school  course  can  transfer  to  the  normal  school  with 
similar  advantages. 
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Musical  Advantages 

The  normal  school  has  recently  added  to  its  faculty  highly 
educated  and  skillful  musicians  whose  special  work  will  con- 
sist of  directing  orchestra,  band,  and  other  musical  organiza- 
tions such  as  glee  clubs,  choruses,  etc.,  and  of  giving  individual 
voice  and  piano  lessons  and  also  individual  instruction  on  vari- 
ous orchestra  and  band  instruments — especially  the  violin. 

In  all  this  the  normal  school  has  no  expectation  of  establish- 
ing at  any  time  a  regular  conservatory  of  music.  It  will  not 
even  name  the  new  department  "conservatory  of  music "9  be- 
cause that  would  be  misleading.  A  conservatory  of  music 
offers  systematic  courses  in  musical  theory  and  practice  and 
issues  diplomas  for  their  completion — nothing  of  which  is  at 
all  contemplated. 

The  single  idea  of  the  normal  school  is  simply  to  provide  an 
excellent  opportunity  at  the  lowest  cost  possible,  for  incidental 
musical  culture,  chiefly  by  way  of  learning  to  play  some  in- 
strument or  by  cultivation  of  the  voice,  for  students  who  come 
to  the  institution  primarily  to  do  the  work  of  the  regular 
courses  of  study.  It  is  certain  that  this  musical  innovation 
at  the  normal  school  will  make  the  institution  much  more  at- 
tractive  to   certain  classes   of  students  than  it  has   ever  been. 
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The  New  Dormitory  Building 

On  another  page  is  a  reproduction  of  the  architect's  drawing 
of  the  normal  school's  new  dormitory  building  for  young  wo- 
men which  is  entirely  completed  and  furnished  and  will  be 
opened  at  the  beginning  of  this  year's  summer  term,  July  1. 

The  new  building  stands  at  the  east  end  of  the  front  yard 
facing  west  as  Palmer  Hall,  the  dormitory  building  for  young 
women  erected  ten  years  ago,  stands  at  the  west  end  facing 
east.  In  exterior  appearance  these  two  buildings  are  almost 
exact  reverse-duplicates  of  each  other.  Large  and  attractive, 
as  they  are,  they  and  the  beautiful  main  building  between 
them  form  an  imposing  trio,  and  the  quadrangle  enclosed  by 
them  and  the  street  in  front  with  its  fine  lawn,  shrubbery, 
trees,  and  walks  is  one  of  the  most  pleasing  to  be  found  any- 
where. 

The  interior  arrangement  of  the  new  building  resembles  very 
closely  that  of  Palmer  Hall  and  differs  from  it  chiefly  in  the 
basement  where  the  space  which  in  the  latter  is  devoted  to 
the  boarding  department  is  used  in  the  former  for  an  up-to-date 
institution  laundry,  a  recreation  room,  a  small  party  room,  and 
additional  student  rooms. 

The  new  building,  like  the  other,  is  equipped  with  all  modern 
conveniences  in  the  way  of  electric  light,  steam  heat,  water 
and  sewer  and  the  furnishings  throughout  are  of  excellent 
quality.  For  the  hundred  or  more  young  women  whom  it  can 
accommodate  each  year,  it  will  prove  a  thoroughly  convenient, 
comfortable,  and  wholesome  home,  such  as  Palmer  Hall  has 
been  for  ninety  or  more  young  women  each  year  since  it  was 
built. 
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A  Dormitory  for  Young  Men 

The  opening  of  the  new  dormitory  building  for  young  wo- 
men permits  the  use  of  the  east  half  of  the  dormitory  floor  of 
the  main  building  for  young  men.  The  rooms  are  being  re- 
finished  and  refurnished  as  necessary  to  make  them  thoroly 
attractive  and  convenient.  They  include  a  complete  bath  and 
toilet  room,  and  a  large  room  to  be  nicely  furnished  as  a  par- 
lor or  club-room.  These  new  accommodations  for  young  men 
will  be  ready  from  the  beginning  of  this  year's  summer  term. 
All  this  means  that  living  facilities  at  the  Mayville  Normal 
School  will  be,  hereafter,  just  as  good  for  young  men  as  for 
young  women — a  condition  which  should  make  the  institution 
especially  attractive  to  young  men  who  want  a  normal  school 
education. 

The  normal  school  is  anxious  to  have  an  increased  enroll- 
ment of  young  men  so  that  it  may  be  the  better  able  to  meet 
the  many  calls  which  come  to  it  for  principals  of  schools. 
With  so  many  young  men  gone  to  the  war,  the  opportunities 
as  principals  of  schools  of  those  who  remain  are  exceptionally 
good — as  they  will  continue  to  be  for  a  long  time  to  come. 
Young  men  who  go  out  from  the  normal  school  as  principals 
of  schools  nearly  always  get  salaries  for  the  first  year  of 
from  $90  to  $125  per  month.

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Miscellaneous  Information 


PURPOSE 


The  purpose  of  the  normal  school  is  to  prepare  teachers  and 
principals  for  both  rural  and  city  elementary  schools,  with  or 
without  "unclassified"  high  school  departments.  The  import- 
ance of  the  school's  work,  which  lies  almost  entirely  within 
the  field  of  elementary  education,  is  admirably  set  forth  in  the 
words  of  Edward  Everett,  spoken  at  the  opening  of  the  first 
normal  school  in  the  United  States — "No  rational  man,  it 
seems  to  me,  can  fail  to  see  the  superior  importance  of  the 
common  schools.  They  give  the  keys  of  knowledge  to  the  mass 
of  the  people.  If  there  be  any  persons  to  whom  the  words 
' common  school '  or  'common  school  education '  convey  an  idea 
of  disparagement  and  insignificance,  such  persons  are  ignorant, 
not  merely  of  our  true  political  system,  but  of  the  nature  of 
man.  Our  common  schools  are  important  in  the  same  way  as 
the  common  air,  the  common  sunshine,  the  common  rain — in- 
valuable for  their  commonness.  They  are  the  foundation  of 
that  widespread  intelligence  which  is  characteristic  of  our 
social  system." 

CHARACTER  AND  ATTITUDE  OF  STUDENTS 

The  normal  school  does  not  wish  to  undertake  to  make  good 
•  teachers  out  of  poor  material,  especially  out  of  students  of 
weak  moral  character  and  insincere  attitude.  It  very  much 
prefers,  therefore,  that  such  students  go  elsewhere  and  prepare 
for  other  work  than  teaching.  The  normal  school  aims  to  be 
completely  reasonable  and  sympathetic  with  its  students  and  of 
the  greatest  service  to  them  in  every  way,  and  it  expects  noth- 
ing less  of  them  than  sincere  purpose,  determined  effort,  and 
sterling  moral  character. 

ADMISSION   REQUIREMENTS 

Teachers  with  certificates  and  others  who  present  official  evi- 
dence of  having  completed  the  eighth  grade  are  admitted  with- 
out examination  to  the  four-year  elementary  and  the  five- 
year  advanced  courses.  Very  rarely  a  strong  student  with 
official  evidence  of  having  completed  only  the  greater  part  of 
the  work  of  the  eighth  grade  is  admitted  to  one  of  these 
courses     without     examination     but     conditionally.     Applicants 
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without  satisfactory  credentials  are  required  to  pass  an  en- 
trance examination  in  Arithmetic,  Grammar,  United  States  His- 
tory, Penmanship,  and  Spelling.  Ability  in  Penmanship  and 
Spelling  is  judged  from  papers  written  in  the   other  subjects. 

Students  from  classified  high  schools  who  submit  diplomas, 
local  certificates,  or  State  Board  of  Education  Certificates  prop- 
erly covering  at  least  forty-five  credits  of  standard  high  school 
work  are  admitted  without  examination  to  the  one-year  elemen- 
tary and  the  two-year  advanced  courses.  Applicants  may  try 
for  credit  by  examination  in  subjects  studied  in  such  high 
schools  but  not  covered  by  proper  credentials. 

ADVANCED  STANDING 

Persons  who  have  done  work  beyond  the  eighth  grade,  but 
who  are  neither  graduates  of  first-class  high  schools  nor  the 
equivalent,  are  classified  in  the  four-year  elementary  or  the 
five-year  advanced  course  with  such  advanced  standing  as  they 
may  be  entitled  to. 

Examination  for  advanced  standing  is  permitted  in  the  case 
of  work  claimed  to  have  been  done  elsewhere,  but  for  which 
satisfactory  credentials  are  not  submitted. 

Examination  for  advanced  standing  in  the  common  school 
subjects  is  permitted  only  to  teachers  wTith  nine  months'  ex- 
perience. Even  they  must  take  in  class  a  part  of  the  work  in 
a  given  subject  and  they  may  take  examination  for  a  standing 
in  the  remainder  of  the  subject  only  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  teacher. 

Advanced  standing  not  to  exceed  six  credits  is  allowed  for 
secondary  and  college  work  not  included  in  the  normal  school 
courses  of  study  and  which  is  not  sectarian  or  denominational. 

No  diploma  will  be  granted  for  less  than  nine  months '  resi- 
dent study.  Only  two  additional  terms  of  resident  study,  one 
of  which  must  be  final,  are  required  for  an  advanced  diploma 
of  students  who  have  already  been  in  residence  nine  months 
while  pursuing  an  elementary  course. 

DIPLOMAS  AND  CEETIFICATES 

The  elementary  diploma  from  either  the  four-year  course  for 
eighth-grade  graduates  or  the  one-year  course  for  high  school 
graduates,  is  accredited  as  a  second-grade  professional  certifi- 
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cate  valid  for  two  years  and,  after  nine  months'  successful  ex- 
perience, entitles  the  holder  to  such  a  certificate  valid  for  live 
years. 

The  advanced  diploma  from  either  the  five-year  course  for 
eighth-grade  graduates  or  the  two-year  course  for  high  school 
graduates,  is  accredited  as  a  second-grade  professional  certifi- 
cate valid  for  two  years  and,  after  nine  months'  successful 
experience,  entitles  the  holder  to  such  a  certificate  valid  for 
life. 

The  second-grade  professional  certificate  qualifies  the  holder 
to  teach  throughout  the  public  schools,  except  in  departments 
of  high  schools  doing  four  years'  work. 

KELATION   TO   THE   STATE   UNIVERSITY   AND   THE 
AGRICULTURAL   COLLEGE 

By  an  arrangement  with  these  institutions,  they  will  accept 
nearly  all  of  the  normal  school  work  for  either  entrance  or 
advanced  standing.  Students  who  complete  any  course  can 
make  a  bachelor's  degree  at  either  of  these  institutions  in 
from  three  to  three  and  a  half  years.  Other  standard  colleges 
and  universities  whether  in  the  state  or  not,  will  receive  grad- 
uates of  the  school  in  about  the  same  way. 

GRADUATES  AND  POSITIONS 

Graduates  of  the  normal  school  go  out  at  $60.00  to  $85.00  per 
month  as  elementary  teachers,  usually  in  the  towns  but  some- 
times in  the  country,  and  at  $90.00  to  $125.00  per  month  as 
principals  of  schools.  The  normal  school  does  all  that  it  can 
to  place  its  students  in  good  positions  immediately  upon  grad- 
uation and,  also,  to  help  them  to  still  better  positions  as  their 
experience  increases. 

EXPENSES 

TUITION.     There  is  free  tuition  in  all  departments. 

REGISTRATION.  A  uniform  registration  fee  of  $5.00  per 
term  is  charged.  • 

TEXT-BOOKS  AND  LIBRARY.  A  fee  of  $1.25  per  term 
is  charged  for  the  use  of  necessary  text-books,  which  are  pro- 
vided by  the  school,  and  the  general  library. 

BOARDING.  Occupants  of  the  dormitories  get  both  rooms 
and  meals  at  the  school  for  $18  per  month  of  four  weeks,  pay- 
able in   advance.     Meals   are  furnished   by   the   school   to   both 
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men  and  women  rooming  outside  at  $15  per  month  of  four 
weeks,  payable  in  advance.  Board  and  room  in  the  town  cost 
about  $6.00  per  week.  Students  who  wish  to  save  expense  by 
getting  their  own  meals  can  find  suitable  accommodations  at 
reasonable    rates. 

'Physical  Culture.  Students  in  this  work  are  required  to  be 
suitably  dressed  for  gymnasium  exercises.  They  may  buy 
ready-made  suits  at  a  cost  of  $3.50  to  $4.50,  buy  material 
and  make  their  own  suits  at  about  the  same  cost,  or  provide 
themselves  in  any  other  way,  probably  by  an  adaptation  of 
ordinary  clothing,  with  comfortable,  loose-fitting  gymnasium 
apparel.  It  is  necessary,  also,  that  easy,  soft-soled  shoes  be 
provided.     Ordinary  tennis  shoes  are  satisfactory. 

Individual  Music  Lessons — Voice,  piano,  violin,  etc:  $7.50 
per  term,  one  lesson  per  week. 

Piano  Practice:     $5.00  per  term,  six  periods  per  week.

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STUDENT  LOAN  FUNDS 

The  senior  class  of  1916  established  and  made  the  first  con- 
tribution to  the  Normal  School  Student  Loan  Fund  from  which 
deserving  students  who  are  dependent  upon  themselves  and 
have  already  attended  the  normal  school  for  one  year  may  bor- 
row money  to  enable  them  to  continue  in  school.  Students 
who  wish  to  take  advantage  of  this  fund  should  make  applica- 
tion to  the  president  of  the  school. 

Attention  is  called  also  to  the  student  loan  fund  established 
by  the  Masonic  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Dakota.  Students  want- 
ing information  about  this  fund  should  correspond  with  the 
Masonic  Grand  Secretary,  Fargo,  N.  D. 

GRADING  SYSTEM 

In  grading  the  work  of  students  in  the  normal  school  only 
multiples  of  five— 95,  90,  85,  80,  75,  70,  etc.— and  "con"  (con- 
dition) are  used.  Ninety-five  is  the  highest  mark  given  and  75 
is  the  lowest  passing  standing.  A  "con"  is  given  not  for  gen- 
eral deficiency,  but  for  failure  to  meet  some  specific  require- 
ment. The  standings  of  all  students  are  mailed  to  them  at 
their  home  addresses  within  a  day  or  two  after  the  close  of 
each  term. 

ABSENCE   RULE 
Regular  Classes  and  Physical  Education 

A  student  is  excused  for  an  absence  only  by  presenting  to 
the  teacher  within  three  days  immediately  following  the  ab- 
sence a  written  request  for  excuse  approved  by  the  president. 

The  teacher  may  require  work  missed  during  an  excused  ab- 
sence to  be  made  up. 

The  teacher  reports  to  the  president,  promptly  as  they  occur, 
all  absences  not  regularly  excused. 

The  teacher  does  not  make  out  a  definite  term  standing  for 
a  student  who  is  absent  during  the  term  until  the  absence  is 
either  excused  or,  if  not  excused,  made  good  as  the  president 
may.  direct. 

General  Assembly 

Regular  attendance  is  expected.  Students  are  responsible 
directly  to  the  president. 
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DORMITOEY    REGULATIONS 

Each  roomer  should  bring  one  pillow,  two  pairs  of  pillow 
slips,  fAvo  pairs  of  sheets,  two  woolen  blankets,  a  comfortable, 
a  spread  and  towels.  Occupants  care  for  their  own  rooms. 
Each  dormitory  is  in  the  charge  of  a  matron. 

Students  are  admitted  to  the  dormitories  in  order  of  applica- 
tion. Applications  should  be  made  early  and  addressed  to  the 
president  of  the  school.  Rooms  will  not  be  held,  except  by 
special  arrangement,  for  students  who  do  not  appear  on  the 
first  day  of  a  term. 

Young  women  who  are  away  from  home  while  attending  the 
normal  school  are  especially  urged  to  live  in  the  dormitories. 
The  dormitory  life  with  its  reasonable  routine  and  discipline 
and  with  all  its  comforts  and  conveniences  is  greatly  to  be 
preferred,  especially  during  the  long  winter  season,  to  living 
outside. 

BOARDING  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  now  occupies  almost  the  entire  basement 
floor  of  Palmer  Hall  where  everything  needed  to  make  a  first- 
class  equipment  is  provided.  The  kitchen  is  excellently  fur- 
nished and  skillful  cooks  guarantee  a  sufficient  variety  of  clean 
and  wholesome  food.  The  spacious  and  well-lighted  dining 
room,  with  its  quartered  oak  finishing,  maple  floors,  oak  fur- 
niture, and  tastefully  curtained  windows,  is  very  attractive. 
There  is  floor  space  for  twenty-eight  square  tables,  at  each  of 
which  eight  persons  may  be  seated. 

LIBRARY  AND  LABORATORIES 
Within  the  last  few  years  several  thousand  dollars  has  been 
spent  in  adding  to  the  library  a  large  collection  of  the  best 
books  along  many  different  lines,  and  a  good  deal  of  the  best 
library  furniture.  Within  the  same  time  over  two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  has  been  expended  in  improving  the  labor- 
atories with  new  furniture  and  apparatus.  The  library  and 
laboratory  facilities  are  now  much  better  than  ever  before. 

ATHLETIC  SUPPLIES 

Fifty  Springfield  rifles  lent  to  the  school  with  complete  ac- 
coutrements by  the  U.  S.  Government  and  several  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  standard  gymnasium  and  field  apparatus  have 
been  added  to  the  equipment  already  on  hand.  The  school  is 
now  able  to  do  well  the  large  amount  of  physical  culture  re- 
quired and  the  interest  of  students  in  gymnasium  and  field 
work  is  greatly  increased. 
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STUDENT  OKGANIZATIONS 

G-lee  Clubs.  Students'  glee  clubs  under  the  direction  of  the 
teachers  of  music  do  much  to  supplement  the  systematic  train- 
ing in  music  given  in  the  course  of  study. 

Orchestra.  This  organization  is  under  the  control  of  a  spe- 
cial director.  The  instrumentation  is  not  fixed,  but  depends 
each  year  upon  the  talent  to  be  found  in  the  school.  Students 
who  play  wind  or  string  instruments  and  read  music  fairly 
well  may  belong  to  it. 

Literary  Societies.  The  two  societies,  the  Athenian  and  the 
Castalian,  have  large  memberships  and  meet  every  two  weeks. 
They  afford  a  splendid  opportunity  for  the  development  of 
talent  for  artistic  work,  principally  literary  and  musical.  Open 
meetings  to  which  the  public  is  invited  are  held  occasionally. 
They  include  an  annual  inter-society  contest. 

The  Mill.  This  is  the  school  annual  published  by  the  senior 
class  under  the  general  direction  of  the  faculty,  at  the  close 
of  the  school  year,  and  reflecting  the  many  sided  life  of 
the  school  from  the  students'  point  of  view.  The  Mill  takes 
the  place  of  The  Exponent,  the  monthly  student  publication, 
which  has  been  discontinued. 

Christian  Associations.  The  Young  Men's  and  the  Young 
Women's  Christian  Associations  are  represented  in  the  school 
and  devote  themselves  to  the  various  important  kinds  of  work 
appropriate  to  such  organizations. 

Athletic  Association.  This  association  is  in  successful  oper- 
ation under  the  guidance  of  an  athletic  director.  Football, 
basketball,  baseball,  tennis,  and  other  indoor  and  outdoor 
games  are  played.  There  are  occasional  contests  with  other 
institutions,  but  competition  between  different  teams  within 
the  normal  school  is  much  more  important  and  is  much  more 
emphasized. 

SOCIAL  LIFE 

The  normal  school  places  great  emphasis  upon  the  cultural 
advantage  to  students  of  .social  life  outside  of  as  well  as  re- 
lated to  their  regular  work.  A  great  many  opportunities  are 
therefore  provided  for  the  mere  entertainment  and  social  con- 
tact of  the  students  which  relieve  them  of  the  strain  of  regular 
work  and  help  them  to  lead  a  wholesome,  happy  school  life. 
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ENTERTAINMENT   COURSE 

Each  year  the  school  conducts  a  course  of  cultured  entertain- 
ments which  present  a  number  of  well  known  lecturers  and  mu- 
sical and  literary  artists.  These  entertainments  are  of  decided 
value.  All  students  are  expected  to  attend  them  but  are  ad- 
mitted free. 

RELIGIOUS  OPPORTUNITIES 

Students  are  advised  to  identify  themselves  with  some  one 
of  the  local  churches,  to  all  of  which  they  are  cordially  wel- 
comed, and  to  avail  themselves  to  the  fullest  extent  of  the 
privileges  of  a  church  home. 

BUILDINGS 

The  Main  Building.  This  is  a  fine  building  made  of  red 
brick  and  white  Kasota  sandstone  and  finished  on  the  in- 
side in  ash,  oak,  birch  and  maple.  Its  recitation  rooms,  labora- 
tories, library,  assembly  room,  etc.,  are  commodious,  well  light- 
ed and  ventilated,  heated  by  steam  and  equipped  with  up-to- 
date  educational  appliances.  The  basement  of  the  west  part 
which  was  added  through  an  appropriation  by  the  ninth  legis- 
lative assembly  is  divided  into  two  gymnasiums — one  for  men 
and  another  for  women.  Tub  and  shower  baths  and  lockers 
are  conveniently  located  in  connection  with  the  gymnasiums. 

*The  Dormitories.  The  boarding  department  and  women's 
dormitory  building,  constructed  of  materials  and  in  a  style 
to  harmonize  with  the  main  building  and  built  and  furnished 
at  a  cost  of  $60,000  is  located  at  the  west  end  of  the  front 
yard.  In  heating,  ventilation,  lighting,  fire-escapes,  bath- 
rooms, toilets,  laundry,  kitchen,  dining-room,  and  equipment 
everywhere,  the  building  is  thoroughly  modern  and  up-to-date. 
All  furniture  in  the  students'  rooms,  bedsteads,  springs,  mat- 
tresses, dressers,  tables,  chairs,  etc.,  is  of  excellent  quality. 
Rugs  are  not  provided,  but  the  floors  are  of  polished  maple. 
The  comforts  and  conveniences  which  this  building  offers  to 
nearly  a  hundred  young  women  roomers  are  not  surpassed  by 
those  of  any  other  dormitory  in  this  part  of  the  country.  This 
building  is  called  Palmer  Hall  in  honor  of  Alice  Freeman 
Palmer.

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The  Hospital.  The  twelfth  legislature  made  an  appropria- 
tion of  $10,000  for  a  normal  school  hospital.  This  building 
is  finished  and  completely  equipped.  It  is  used  exclusively  for 
the  benefit  of  students  and  other  members  of  the  normal  school 
community.  Parents  of  prospective  students,  and  such  stu- 
dents themselves,  will  appreciate  what  the  hospital  means  by 
way  of  superior  facilities  for  taking  care  of  sickness.  No  oth- 
er educational  institution  within  the  state  is  so  well  equipped 
in  this  way.  The  hospital  stands  on  the  northwest  corner  of 
the  campus,  sufficiently  apart  from  the  other  buildings,  which 
it  matches  in  material  and  style. 

The  Greenhouse.  This  building  is  of  great  value  in  pro- 
moting the  work  of  biology  (including  agriculture),  especial- 
ly during  the  long  winters,  and  was  secured  through  a  spe- 
cial allowance  of  $2,500  from  the  Local  Fund  by  the  State 
Emergency  Commission.  It  is  located  just  across  the  drive, 
northwest  from  the  heating  plant,  and,  with  its  upper-structure 
of  glass  and  iron  and  its  low,  red  brick  walls,  is  quite  orna- 
mental. 

The  Heating  Plant.  This  building  stands  just  north  of  the 
main  building.  With  its  red  brick  walls,  green  roof  and 
shapely  smokestack  ninety  feet  high,  it  makes  a  thoroughly 
creditable  addition  to  the  appearance  of  the  school  site.  The 
removal  of  the  boilers  and  furnaces  .  from  the  basement  of 
the  main  building  where  they  were  formerly  located  means 
greatly  reduced  danger  from  fire;  and  the  new  central  location 
of  the  plant,  together  with  the  installation  of  a  complete  vacu- 
um system,  secures  much  greater  efficiency  in  the  economic  and 
uniform  heating  of  the  buildings.  Through  another  special  al- 
lowance of  $2,500  from  the  Local  Fund  by  the  State  Emergen- 
cy Commission  a  brick  building  for  reserve  fuel  storage  has 
been  erected  just  across  the  drive  and  directly  north  from  the 
original  heating  plant,  with  which  it  is  connected  by  an  under- 
ground tunnel. 

GBOUNDS 

Extensive  ground  improvements  have  been  made  during  the 
last  few  years.  They  include  the  depositing  of  over  four 
thousand  loads  of  black  dirt  about  the  buildings  and  upon  oth- 
er parts  of  the  yard,  the  careful  grading  and  seeding  of  almost 
the  entire  yard,  the  setting  out  of  a  large  amount  of  trees  and 
shrubbery,  the  laying  of  over  six  thousand  square  feet  of  con- 
crete sidewalk  and  one  thousand  feet  of  concrete  curbing,  the 
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placing  of  cinder  walks  and  drives,  the  improvement  of  the 
athletic  field  (tennis  courts,  baseball  diamond,  etc.),  and  other 
things. 

ORGANIZATION 

The  Constitutional  Convention,  held  in  1889,  established  the 
school,  made  it  a  part  of  the  public  school  system,  and  endowed 
it  with  30,000  acres  of  land.  It  was  organized  in  accordance 
with  legislative  enactment,  under  the  provision  of  Article  XIX 
of  the  State  Constitution,  and  opened  its  doors  for  the  admis- 
sion of  students  on  the  first  day  of  December,  1890. 

MAYVILLE 

Mayville  is  situated  upon  the  Breckenridge  and  Larimore 
division  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway,  about  forty  miles 
from  Casselton  and  thirty  miles  from  Larimore,  which  are  on 
the  Northern  Pacific  and  Great  Northern  Railways  respectively. 
Mayville  and  vicinity  form  an  almost  ideal  normal  school  lo- 
cality, clean  and  wholesome  with  its  prevailing  rural  character, 
as  compared  with  the  larger  city  localities,  and  with  the  few- 
est things  possible  to  divert  the  attention  of  students,  encour- 
age unfortunate  habits,  and  cause  unnecessary  expense.  The 
unusually  fine  country  about  the  town,  made  all  the  more 
beautiful  by  the  hills  and  woods  along  the  Goose  River  mean 
delightful  walks  and  drives  outside  of  school  hours. 

SUMMER  TERM 

The  normal  school  has  a  six  weeks '  summer  term  each 
year.  The  1918  summer  term  will  begin  July  1  and  close  Au- 
gust 7.  Any  work  within  the  normal  school's  regular  courses 
of  study  for  which  there  is  sufficient  demand  will  be  offered.

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THE  FIVE-YEAR  ADVANCED   COURSE  FOR  EIGHTH- 
GRADE  GRADUATES 

This  course  consists  of  seventy-two  credits — fifty-four  re- 
quired and  eighteen  elective.  The  required  credits  and  their 
year  and  term  arrangements  are  the  same  as  those  for  the 
four-year  course.  Six  of  the  elective  credits  must  be  chosen 
from  the  list  of  electives  for  the  four-year  course  and  the  re- 
maining twelve  from  the  following  list — six  of  the  twelve  to 
be  within  School  Administration,  Advanced  Psychology,  and 
Philosophy.

THE  TWO-YEAR  ADVANCED  COURSE  FOR  HIGH 
SCHOOL  GRADUATES 
This  course  consists  of  twenty-seven  credits — fifteen  required 
and  twelve  elective.  The  required  credits  and  their  year  and 
term  arrangements  are  the  same  as  those  for  the  one-year  ele- 
mentary course.  The  twelve  elective  credits  must  be  chosen 
from  the  list  of  electives  for  the  five-year  course  and  six  of 
them  must  be  within  School  Administration,  Advanced  Psy- 
chology, and  Philosophy. 

REASONS  FOR  TAKING  AN  ADVANCED  COURSE 

First,  an  advanced  course  is  only  a  minimum  standard  norm- 
al  school  course. 

Second,  an  elementary  course  is  inferior  to  such  a  minimum 
standard  course. 

Third,  an  elementary  diploma  is  not  accepted  in  most  other 
states  as  a  teaching  license.  An  advanced  diploma  is  so  ac- 
cepted. 

Fourth,  an.  advanced  diploma  becomes  a  state  life  certificate 
in  North  Dakota.  An  elementary  diploma  is  good  as  a  cer- 
tificate for  only  seven  years. 

Fifth,  with  an  advanced  diploma  one  can  enter  any  college, 
or  university,  with  at  least  a  year  and  a  half  of  advanced 
standing — and  another  year's  work  beyond  an  elementary 
course  can  be  done  at  the  normal  school  for  less  money  than 
at  a  college  or  university. 

Sixth,  the  best  salaries  and  positions  are,  more  and  more, 
requiring   graduates   from   an   advanced   course.     Graduates   of 
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only    an    elementary    course    are,    more    and    more,    obliged    to 
take  poorer  positions  at  lower  salaries. 

Seventh,  it  is  as  certain  as  almost  anything  in  the  future 
can  be  that  within  a  short  time  the  normal  school's  present 
elementary  courses  will  be  discontinued  and  graduation  per- 
mitted only  from  the  advanced  courses. 

PEEPAEATION  FOE  TEACHING  CEETAIN 
SPECIAL  SUBJECTS 

Students  who  wish  to  make  special  preparation  to  teach 
Music,  Agriculture,  Domestic  Science,  or  Manual  Training  in 
the  elementary  schools,  either  alone  or  with  other  work,  should 
take  the  year  of  it  included  among  the  electives  in  the  four 
and  five  year  courses.  This  regularly  concerns  only  the  stu- 
dents in  those  courses  but  those  in  the  one  and  two-yeni 
courses  may  sometimes  do  such  work,  either  as  extra  or  sub- 
stitute work,  by  special  arrangement. 

EHETOEICALS   AND   PHYSICAL   CULTUEE 

Ehetoricals,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  faculty,  are  requir- 
ed of  all  students  throughout  all  courses.  This  requiremenv 
may  be  met  by  work  in  the  literary  societies. 

Physical  culture  two  times  a  week  is  required  of  all  stu- 
dents. Those  in  the  three-year  rural,  four-year  elementary, 
and  five-year  advanced  courses  take  it  for  three  years;  those  in 
the  one-year  elementary  and  the  two-year  advanced  courses 
throughout  their  courses;  and  those  not  classified  in  any 
course  during  the  entire  time  that  they  are  in  attendance,  or 
not  more  than  three  years. 

SIZE  OF  CLASSES 

No  class  will  be  organized  in  any  subject  with  fewer  than 
five  students  expecting  to  remain  in  it  for  at  least  one  term, 
or  continued  longer  than  the  end  of  the  term  during  which  the 
enrollment  falls  below  that  number.  When  a  student^  is  unable 
to  take  a  given  subject  because  there  is  not  enough  demand 
for  it  to  justify  the  formation  of  a  class — and  this  hardly  ever 
happens — he  will  always  be  able  to  find  another  subject  which 
he  can  take  instead. 
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Description  of  Work 

PEOFESSIONAL    SUBJECTS 

Psychology.  The  work  deals  chiefly  with,  the  normal  adult 
mind  and  covers  the  ground  as  outlined  in  a  typical  elementary 
text-book.  Many  illustrations  are  drawn  from  school  work 
and  life  at  large. 

Advanced  Psychology.  A  study  of  genetic,  social,  and  com- 
parative psychology.  The  stages  of  mental  development,  the 
group  mind  or  social  consciousness,  and  the  animal  mind 
compared  with  the  human  are  studied.  The  educational 
bearings  of  the  work  are  kept  in  mind  throughout. 

Philosophy.  This  is  about  equally  divided  between  ethics, 
aesthetics,  and  an  introduction  to  general  philosophy.  It 
looks  at  both  ethics  and  aesthetics  from  the  educational  point 
of  view  and  tries  to  add  something  of  a  world  philosophy  to 
that  of  education  alone. 

School  Management  and  Law.  A  study  of  some  things  out- 
side of  mere  teaching  and  of  immediate  importance  in  the 
conduct  of  a  school,  such  as  heating,  lighting,  ventilation,  dis- 
cipline, attendance,  program,  course  of  study,  and  classifica- 
tion, and,  also  of  North  Dakota  school  law. 

History  of  Education.  The  ideals  and  practices,  and  the 
great  reformers  and  movements  of  ancient,  mediaeval,  and 
modern  times  are  studied. 

Philosophy  of  Education.  A  treatment  of  education  as  to 
ideals,  materials,  and  methods  from  the  biological,  physiologi- 
cal, sociological,  psychological  and  philosophical  standpoints. 

School  Administration.  This  deals  with  the  general  schemes 
of  public  school  organization  and  administration  in  locality, 
state  and  nation,  and  makes  a  comparison  of  our  own  systems 
with  those  of  the  leading  foreign  countries. 

Method-Reviews.  A  study  of  the  most  important  parts  of 
arithmetic,  grammar,  history,  and  geography  for  the  sake  of 
methods  of  teaching  and  academic  review. 
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General  Method.  This  includes  a  study  of  the  more  im- 
portant educational  principles  and  their  application  in  in- 
struction. Modifications  of  methods  in  the  different  depart- 
ments of  the  elementary  school  are  noted  and  the  bearing  of 
each  phase  of  its  work  upon  the  others  is  considered. 

Special  Methods.  These  are  taught  in  selected  subjects  not 
included  by  the  method-reviews.  Seniors  have  the  privilege 
of  election  when  more  classes  than  one  are  organized. 

Practice-Teaching  and  Observation.  This  consists  of  the  ob- 
servation and  discussion  of  lessons  taught  by  critic-teachers 
and  by  students  in  training,  the  preparation  of  lesson  plans, 
and  teaching  under  criticism  from  either  the  critic-teacher 
or  the  supervisor  of  practice.  The  work  aims  to  give  the  stu- 
dent an  insight  into  public  school  conditions  and  work,  to 
develop  skill  in  teaching,  and  to  arouse  a  sense  of  the  obliga- 
tion of  the  teacher  to  the  school  and  the  community. 

ENGLISH 

Penmanship.  The  ideal  is  a  good  legible  hand,  a  free,  easy 
movement,  and  a  fair  rate  of  speed.  There  are  extended 
drills  and  exercises  for  the  sake  of  legibility,  movement,  rapid- 
ity, grace  and  form. 

Spelling.  The  work  is  both  oral  and  written.  Only  use- 
ful words  are  studied.  Phonics,  pronunciation,  definitions, 
word  analysis,  and  use  of  words  in  sentences  are  given  atten- 
tion. 

Beading.  Students  are  trained  in  oral  reading.  Each  mem- 
ber of  the  class  reads  aloud  frequently,  and  then  is  asked 
to  tell  in  his  own  words  what  he  has  read.  His  attitude,  voice, 
naturalness,  and  so  on,  are  commented  upon  that  he  may  over- 
come bad  habits.  The  class  aim  is  to  make  understanding  and 
expression  go  hand  in  hand. 

Grammar.  The  work  is  analytical  rather  than  construc- 
tive, and  is  designed  to  give  good  working  knowledge  of  the 
English  sentence.  Briefly  the  student  studies  the  construction, 
the  inflection,  and  the  parts  of  speech  of  words  in  a  sentence. 
Only  the  essentials  are  taught,  and  the  work  is  almost  never 
abstract;  that  is,  every  construction,  inflection  and  part  of 
speech  studied  is  taken  in  relation  to  the  sentence. 
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English  Composition  and  Rhetoric.  The  purpose  here  is  to 
teach  the  pupil  to  write  clearly,  correctly  and  effectively. 
Themes  are  required  every  week,  written  according  to  in- 
structions gleaned  from  the  text  book  and  the  teacher.  These 
themes  are  criticised  and  handed  back  to  the  pupil  for  correc- 
tion; thus  the  pupil  is  trained  to  plan,  write  and  revise.  Very 
Kttle  formal  rhetoric  is  given,  hence  most  of  the  emphasis  is 
upon  training  in  composition. 

Literature  for  the  Common  Schools.  This  consists  of  a  care- 
ful and  appreciative  study  of  some  of  the  classics  required 
by  the  state  course  of  study  for  the  grades.  The  pupils '  at- 
tention will  be  directed  particularly  to  the  thought  presented, 
but  will  be  directed  also  to  the  manner,  form,  and  beauty  of 
the    presentation. 

English  Literature.  A  year  is  spent  in  a  very  general  study 
of  the  main  periods  of  English  literature,  with  the  aid  of  a 
text-book  and  suitable  classics  illustrating  the  literature  of 
each  period.  A  careful  study  will  be  made  of  each  of  the 
classics  selected  in  form,  thought,  and  authorship  as  well  as 
period. 

Advanced  English.  This  work  consists  of  an  intensive  study 
of  certain  classics  chosen  to  illustrate  the  different  types  of 
literature.  The  different  forms  of  poetry,  the  drama,  the 
novel,  and  the  essay  will  be  analyzed  as  to  their  appropriate- 
ness in  relation  to  the  thought  and  purpose  of  the  type.  Some 
attention  will  be  given  to  authors  and  periods,  but  this  phase 
will  be  secondary.  Essays  based  upon  some  literary  topic  of 
class  study  may  be  required  from  time  to  time. 

HISTOKY 

American  History.  The  work  aims  fundamentally  to  give 
a  knowledge  of  American  institutional  life.  To  this  end  the 
subject  is  studied  under  three  main  heads:  (1)  the  growth 
of  European  ideas  into  local  institutions,  (2)  the  growth  of  lo- 
cal institutions  into  the  form  of  a  nation,  and  (3)  the  develop- 
ment of  nationality.  An  excellent  reference  library  is  used  as 
an  aid  in  solving  the  problems  arising  from  these  movements. 

Advanced  American  History.  A  somewhat  intensive  study  of 
colonial  development  in  relation  to  English  history  from  the 
reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  In  the  latter  half  of  the  work 
emphasis  is  placed  on  the  great  problems  that  have  confronted 
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us  since  the  establishment  of  the  constitution,  such  as  the  re- 
lation between  state  and  federal  governments,  the  functions 
of  the  judiciary,  the  tariff,  slavery,  recent  industrial  troubles, 
etc.     Considerable  library  work  will  be  required. 

General  History.  This  involves  a  brief  survey  of  the  earliest 
nations  of  antiquity,  a  more  detailed  study  of  Greece,  Eome, 
and  the  Teutonic  nations  to  the  Renaissance;  and  a  careful 
study  of  English  history.  Due  consideration  is  given  the  es- 
sential facts  in  the  rise,  development  and  downfall  of  the  na- 
tions of  antiquity,  of  Greece  and  Rome;  the  beginnings  of 
modern  European  nations;  and  the  origin  of  ideas  which  have 
influenced  the  development  of  American  institutions.  In  Eng- 
lish history  special  attention  is  given  to  the  elements  which 
formed  the  nation,  the  development  of  English  institutions, 
and  the  relation  of  these  to  American  institutions. 

Modern  European  History.  The  object  is  to  trace  the  de- 
velopment of  the  great  European  powers,  especially  Italy, 
France  and  Germany,  since  the  fifteenth  century,  showing  the 
operation  of  the  forces  that  resulted  in  national  unity  and 
the  growth  of  democracy.  A  glimpse  at  the  life  and  achieve- 
ments of  other  nations  gives  the  student  a  more  correct  con- 
ception of  the  place  of  the  United  States  in  world  history. 

CIVICS  AND  SOCIAL  SCIENCE 

Civics.  This  subject  is  taken  up  as  a  supplement  to  Ameri- 
can history.  Both  the  national  and  state  governments  are 
studied.  'The  nature  of  our  national  government  and  its  de- 
velopment from  colonial  times  are  worked  out.  An  analysis 
of  the  constitutions  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  a  thor- 
ough understanding  of  their  provisions.  The  town,  city,  coun- 
try and  state  governments  of  North  Dakota  are  considered 
from  a  local  standpoint. 

Social  Science.  The  work  embraces  the  elementary  prin- 
ciples of  economics  and  sociology,  and  advanced  work  in  civics. 
Economics  treats  briefly  of  economic  history;  the  consumption, 
production,  exchange  and  distribution  of  wealth;  and  public 
finance.  In  sociology  the  origin,  growth,  structure  and  ac- 
tivities of  society  under  certain  conditions  are  traced.  In  the 
advanced  civics  further  inquiry  is  made  into  the  nature  and 
operation  of  the  machinery  of  our  government  than  is  possible 
in  the  elementary  civics. 
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SCIENCE 

Geography.  The  subject  is  dealt  with  as  political,  physical 
and  commercial.  In  the  political  emphasis  is  placed  upon 
quickly  made  blackboard  maps,  location  of  cities,  states, 
rivers,  and  products  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  stu- 
dent's general  knowledge  in  that  direction.  The  physical  con- 
sists in  a  study  of  (1)  land  forms  which  are  in  great  part 
types,  accompanied  by  excursions  in  the  field  and  a  study  of 
the  topographical  maps  of  the  United  States  Geological  Sur- 
vey; and  (2)  weather  and  climate  with  the  construction  and 
explanation  of  weather  maps.  In  the  commercial  geography 
emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  products,  industries,  and  com- 
merce of  the  United  States  and  aspects  of  the  subjects. 

Physics.  An  examination  of  the  nature,  causes,  and  effects 
of  physical  phenomena  and  a  study  of  the  application  of  the 
principles  of  physics  in  the  mechanical  affairs  of  modern  life. 
Mechanics,  heat,  light,  sound,  magnetism,  electricity,  and  radi- 
ant energy  are  studied.  A  limited  amount  of  laboratory  work 
is  done. 

Zoology.  The  work  embraces  the  study  of  animal  forms 
from  the  simplest  to  the  most  complex — beginning  with  the 
protozoa  and  extending  through  the  sponges,  coelenterates, 
worms,  mollusks,  arthropoda,  echinoderms,  and  chor  dates. 
Typical  varieties  of  each  branch  are  dissected  and  studied  with 
reference  to  both  anatomy  and  function.  The  practical  and 
economic  phase  is  emphasized.  The  laboratory  is  excellently 
equipped  with  furniture,  aquaria,  dissecting  apparatus  and 
microscopes. 

Physiology  and  Hygiene.  The  work  consists  of  experiments, 
study  of  slides  showing  the  structure  of  the  principal  tissues 
of  the  body,  observation  of  the  human  skeleton,  and  a  thor- 
ough study  of  a  typical  text  book.  Special  emphasis  is  placed 
upon  the  study  of  digestion,  respiration,  the  skin,  kidneys, 
muscles,  and  nerves  as  related  to  health. 

MATHEMATICS 

Arithmetic.  The  work  includes  a  study  of  the  topics  com- 
prising the  course  for  common  schools  fogether  with  a  treat- 
ment looking  to  the  preparation  of  teachers.  Much  material 
is  taken  from  the  local  industries  and  made  the  basis  of 
problem  solving. 
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Algebra.  The  subject  is  studied  in  the  light  of  the  recent 
changes  made  by  leading  educators  and  the  subject  matter 
through  quadratics  is  mastered.  The  thought  that  algebra  is 
of  value  only  as  it  can  be  used  is  kept  uppermost  in  the 
teaching.  This  necessitates  a  careful  study  of  the  formulae  in 
arithmetic,  physics,  etc.,  and  their  solution. 

Geometry.  The  method  of  study  is  partly  inductive  and 
largely  suggestive.  A  modern  text  is  followed  with  more 
emphasis  upon  the  exercises  than  upon  the  formal  proofs  until 
late  in  the  work.  The  student  must  see  the  proposition  as  one 
in  a  series  and  not  as  an  isolated  fact.  The  application  of 
geometric   truths  to  industries  is   emphasized. 

SPECIAL  SUBJECTS 

Botany  and  Agriculture.  The  subject  is  introduced  with  a 
term's  study  of  botany  involving  the  structure  and  physiology 
of  seed  plants;  the  morphology,  evolution  and  classification  of 
plants;  and  a  brief  treatment  of  economic  botany.  The  work 
in  agriculture  proper  includes  a  detailed  study  of  the  follow- 
ing general  topics — nature  and  formation  of  soils,  physical 
properties  and  the  classification  of  soils,  soil  moisture  and 
tillage,  soils  as  related  to  plants,  leguminous  plants,  principles 
of  feeding,  rotation  of  crops,  propagation  of  plants,  pruning  of 
plants,  plant  enemies,  farm  animals,  and  milk  and  its  care. 
Practically  all  of  the  subject  is  taught  through  the  laboratory 
and  the  school  garden. 

Domestic  Science.  The  work  here  is  divided  into  three  main 
phases — sewing,  cooking,  and  housekeeping.  Under  sewing  the 
chief  things  taken  up  are  materials,  rugs,  weaving,  stitches, 
hand  sewing,  plain  machine  sewing  and  pattern  and  garment 
making.  Cooking  covers  such  topics  as  food  principles,  prac- 
tical cooking,  and  dietetics;  planning,  preparing  and  serving 
meals;  and  sickroom  cookery  in  connection  with  nursing. 
Housekeeping  includes  care  of  a  home,  sanitation,  laundry 
work,  and  entertaining. 

Manual  Training.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  such 
things  as  are  adapted  to  the  primary,  intermediate,  and  gram- 
mar departments  and  the  methods  of  teaching  them.  The  wood 
work  begins  with  thin  construction  and  extends  through  join- 
ing, cabinet-making,  turning,  and  methods  of  finishing  and 
polishing.      In    the    sheet-metal    work    such    materials    as    tin, 
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brass,  and  copper  are  handled.  Many  of  the  exercises  consist 
of  making  useful  articles  for  home  and  school  room.  ■  Students 
may  keep  these  articles  by  paying  for  the  materials  used. 
Manual  training  courses  and  equipment,  and  the  history  and 
literature  of  the  subject  are  studied. 

Music.  The  major  scale  and  its  intervals  are  analyzed  and 
the  scale  progressions  are  worked  out.  The  various  forms  of 
the  minor  scale,  as  well  as  chromatics,  in  all  keys  are  studied 
and  practiced  until  easily  recognized  and  written.  Khythm  in 
undivided,  evenly  divided,  and  unevenly  divided  beats  is  pre- 
sented in  order.  Elementary  harmony,  musical  form,  and  the 
history  of  music  are  studied.  Students  are  made  familiar 
with  the  lives  and  the  works  of  great  composers  both  classic 
and  modern.  A  chorus  including  all  the  students  of  the  school 
has  frequent  practice  in  part  singing  and  sight  reading  and  is 
a  strong  factor  in  familiarizing  the  students  with  standard 
choral  compositions.  Special  methods  and  devices  to  be  used 
in  public  school  work  are  given  in  all  the  various  phases  of 
the  subject.  As  much  attention  is  given  to  the  development 
of  individual  voices  as  class  instruction  permits. 

Drawing.  Form,  direction  of  lines,  light  and  shade,  color  and 
texture  of  surface  form  the  basis  of  the  work.  Elementary 
work  in  water  color  and  India  ink  is  given  as  well  as  regular 
pencil  and  charcoal  sketching.  Type  forms  with  immediate 
application  to  common  objects,  landscape,  local  plant  forms, 
and  bulb  flowers,  plaster  casts,  and  human  poses  furnish  ma- 
terial for  study.  There  is  practice  of  blackboard  drawing  and 
decorative  design  from  the  standpoints  of  both  form  and  color. 
The  study  of  the  human  figure  advances  to  facial  features  and 
expression.  Elementary  clay-modeling  is  practiced  and  there 
is  a  study  of  the  laws  of  composition  as  shown  in  the  works 
of  the  great  artists  and  the  illustrations  in  standard  magazines. 
There  is,  also,  a  brief  outline  of  the  history  of  art  with  illus- 
trations from  the  best  work  of  each  epoch. 

Expression.  The"  aim  of  this  work  is  to  develop  imagination, 
sympathy,  concentration,  and  continuity  of  thinking;  to  culti- 
vate a  love  and  appreciation  of  literature  and  to  make  these 
the  vital  basis  of  the  art  of  reading;  to  present  proper  methods 
of  dealing  with  the  vocal  interpretation  of  various  forms  of 
literature;  to  correct  defects  of  articulation,  enunciation  and 
pronunciation  and  acquire  for  the  student  correct  and  cultured 
speech;  to  bring  out  the  latent  power  and  beauty  of  the  voice; 
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and  to  develop  such  resonance,  flexibility  and  sympathy  as  will 
make  the  voice  a  fit  medium  for  the  expression  of  thought. 

The  work  consists  of  (a)  drills  in  phonics,  articulation,  and 
pronunciation,  and  a  study  of  the  English  sounds  with  refer- 
ence to  the  action  of  the  organs  used  in  forming  them,  (b) 
tasks  in  interpretation,  demanding  and  understanding  of  time, 
pitch,  inflection,  phrasing,  clearness  and  directness  in  expres- 
sion, (c)  logical  relation  of  ideas,  modes  of  emphasis,  condi- 
tions and  qualities  of  tone;  the  use  of  the  body  in  expression; 
story-telling  as  a  preparation  for  public  school  work,  dramatiz- 
ation of  stories,  and  the  presentation  of  simple  plays,  and  (d) 
orations — both  English  and  American — extemporaneous  speak- 
ing and  memory  gems.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  more 
extreme  defects  of  speech  such  as  lisping,  mouthing  and  stam- 
mering. 

Physical  Culture.  The  purposes  are:  (a)  To  secure  the  high- 
est degree  of  physical  efficiency  and  bodily  symmetry;  (b)  to 
give  the  ability  to  recognize  and  correct  faults  of  posture  or 
growth  and  to  prevent  the  abnormalities  of  the  sitting  and 
standing  positions  characteristic  of  the  school  room;  (c)  tt) 
qualify  students  to  direct  and  conduct  school  gymnastics,  games 
and  athletics. 

The  work  is  based  upon  the  Swedish  Ling  system.  It  in- 
cludes (a)  practical  talks  upon  personal  hygiene,  (b)  instruc- 
tion and  exercises,  (c)  squad  and  class  drills,  (d)  rhythmic 
exercises  and  aesthetic  movements,  (e)  corrective  gymnastics, 
(f)  the  use  of  apparatus  such  as  the  German  horse,  Swedish 
boom,  ladder,  stall  bars,  etc.,  and  also  drill  with  lighter  ap- 
paratus such  as  dumb  bells,  Indian  clubs,  wands  and  balls; 
and  (g)  formal  games  which  afford  relaxation  and  at  the 
same  time  develop  alertness,  spontaneity,  and  a  spirit  of  com- 
radeship.    Basket-ball,  tennis  and  other  games  are  played.

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THE  NEW  DORMITORY  BUILDING  FOR  YOUNG  WOMEN 

This  building,  first  occupied  in  the  summer  of  1918  and  call- 
ed East  Hall  stands  at  the  east  end  of  the  front  yard  facing 
west  as  West  Hall,  the  other  dormitory  building  for  young 
women,  stands  at  the  west  end  facing  east.  In  exterior  ap- 
pearance these  two  buildings  are  almost  exact  reverse-dupli- 
cates of  each  other.  Large  and  attractive,  as  they  are,  they 
and  the  beautiful  main  building  between  them  form  an  im- 
posing trio,  and  the  quadrangle  enclosed  by  them  and  the 
street  in  front  with  its  fine  lawn,  shrubbery,  trees,  and  walks 
is  one  of  the  most  pleasing  to  be  found  anywhere. 

The  interior  arrangement  of  the  new  building  resembles  very 
closely  that  of  West  Hall  and  differs  from  it  chiefly  in  the 
basement  where  the  space  which  in  the  latter  is  devoted  to 
the  boarding  department  is  used  in  the  former  for  an  up-to-date 
institution  laundry,  a  recreation  room,  a  small,  party  room,  and 
additional  student  rooms. 

The  new  building,  like  the  other,  is  equipped  with  all  modern 
conveniences  in  the  way  of  electric  light,  steam  heat,  water 
and  sewer  and  the  furnishings  throughout  are  of  excellent 
quality.  For  the  hundred  or  more  young  women  whom  it  can 
accommodate  each  year,  it  will  prove  a  thoroughly  convenient, 
comfortable,  and  wholesome  home,  such  as  West  Hall  has 
been  for  ninety  or  more  young  women  each  year  since  it  was 
built. 
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A   DORMITORY   TOR   YOUNG    MEN. 

The  new  dormitory  building  for  young  women  permits  the 
use  of  the  dormitory  floor  of  the  main  building  for  young 
men.  The  rooms  are  being  rennished  and  refurnished  as  nec- 
essary to  make  them  thoroly  attractive  and  convenient.  They 
include  a  complete  bath  and  toilet  room,  and  a  large  room  to 
be  nicely  furnished  as  a  parlor  or  club-room.  Living  facilities 
at  the  normal  school  will  be,  hereafter,  just  as  good  for 
young  men   as  for  young  women. 

The  normal  school  is  anxious  to  have  an  increased  enroll- 
ment of  young  men  so  that  it  may  be  the  better  able  to  meet 
the  many  calls  which  come  to  it  for  principals  of  schools. 
Young  men  who  go  out  from  the  normal  school  as  principals 
of  schools  nearly  always  get  salaries  for  the  first  year  of 
from  $90  to  $125  per  month.

PURPOSE 


The  purpose  of  the  normal  school  is  to  prepare  teachers  and 
principals  for  both  rural  and  city  elementary  schools.  The  im- 
portance of  the  school's  work,  which  lies  almost  entirely  with- 
in the  field  of  elementary  education,  is  admirably  set  forth  in 
the  words  of  Edward  Everett,  spoken  at  the  opening  of  the 
first  normal  school  in  the  United  States — "No  rational  man,  it 
seems  to  me,  can  fail  to  see  the  superior  importance  of  the 
common  schools.  They  give  the  keys  of  knowledge  to  the  mass 
of  the  people.  If  there  be  any  persons  to  whom  the  words 
'common  school '  or  'common  school  education '  convey  an  idea 
of  disparagement  and  insignificance,  such  persons  are  ignorant, 
not  merely  of  our  true  political  system,  but  of  the  nature  of 
man.  Our  common  schools  are  important  in  the  same  way  as 
the  common  air,  the  common  sunshine,  the  common  rain — in- 
valuable for  their  commonness.  They  are  the  foundation  of 
that  widespread  intelligence  which  is  characteristic  of  our 
social  system." 

CHARACTER  AND  ATTITUDE   OF  STUDENTS 

The  normal  school  does  not  wish  to  undertake  to  make  good 
teachers  out  of  poor  material,  especially  out  of  students  of 
weak  moral  character  and  insincere  attitude.  It  very  much 
prefers,  therefore,  that  such  students  go  elsewhere  and  prepare 
for  other  work  than  teaching.  The  normal  school  aims  to  be 
completely  reasonable  and  sympathetic  with  its  students  and  of 
the  greatest  service  to  them  in  every  way,  and  it  expects  noth- 
ing less  of  them  than  sincere  purpose,  determined  effort,  and 
sterling  moral  character. 

ADMISSION   REQUIREMENTS 

Teachers  with  certificates  and  others  who  present  official  evi- 
dence of  having  completed  the  eighth  grade  are  admitted  with- 
out examination  to  the  four-year  elementary  and  the  five- 
year   advanced    courses.       Very  rarely   a    strong   student   with 
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official  evidence  of  having  completed  only  the  greater  part  of 
the  work  of  the  eighth  grade  is  admitted  to  one  of  these 
courses  without  examination  but  conditionally.  Applicants 
without  satisfactory  credentials  are  required  to  pass  an  en- 
trance examination  in  Arithmetic,  Grammar,  United  States  His- 
tory, Penmanship,  and  Spelling.  Ability  in  Penmanship  and 
Spelling  is  judged  from  papers  written  in  the   other   subjects. 

Students  from  classified  high  schools  who  submit  diplomas, 
local  certificates,  or  State  Board  of  Education  Certificates  prop- 
erly covering  at  least  fifteen  units  of  standard  high  school 
work  are  admitted  without  examination  to  the  one-year  elemen- 
tary and  the  two-year  advanced  courses.  Applicants  may  try 
for  credit  by  examination  in  subjects  studied  in  such  high 
schools  but  not  covered  by  proper  credentials. 

ADVANCED  STANDING 

Persons  who  have  done  work  beyond  the  eighth  grade,  but 
who  are  neither  graduates  of  first-class  high  schools  nor  the 
equivalent,  are  classified  in  the  four-year  elementary  or  the 
five-year  advanced  course  with  such  advanced  standing  as  they 
may  be  entitled  to. 

Examination  for  advanced  standing  is  permitted  in  the  case 
of  work  claimed  to  have  been  done  elsewhere,  but  for  which 
satisfactory  credentials  are  not  submitted. 

Examination  for  advanced  standing  in  the  common  school 
subjects  is  permitted  only  to  teachers  with  nine  months '  ex- 
perience. Even  they  must  take  in  class  a  part  of  the  work  in 
a  given  subject  and  they  may  take  examination  for  a  standing 
in  the  remainder  of  the  subject  only  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  teacher. 

Advanced  standing  not  to  exceed  six  credits  is  allowed  for 
secondary  and  college  work  not  included  in  the  normal  school 
courses  of  study  and  which  is  not  sectarian  or  denominational. 

No  diploma  will  be  granted  for  less  than  nine  months '  resi- 
dent study.  Only  two  additional  terms  of  resident  study,  one 
of  which  must  be  final,  are  required  for  an  advanced  diploma 
of  students  who  have  already  been  in  residence  nine  months 
while  pursuing  an  elementary  course. 
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DIPLOMAS  AND  CERTIFICATES 

The  elementary  diploma  from  either  the  four-year  course  for 
eighth-grade  graduates  or  the  one-year  course  for  high  school 
graduates,  is  accredited  as  a  second-grade  professional  certifi- 
cate valid  for  two  years  and,  after  nine  months '  successful  ex- 
perience, entitles  the  holder  to  such  a  certificate  valid  for  live 
years  and  renewable  under  the  rules  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 

The  advanced  diploma  from  either  the  five-year  course  for 
eighth-grade  graduates  or  the  two-year  course  for  high  school 
graduates,  is  accredited  as  a  second-grade  professional  certifi- 
cate valid  for  two  years  and,  after  nine  months '  successful 
experience,  entitles  the  holder  to  such  a  certificate  valid  for 
life. 

The  second-grade  professional  certificate  qualifies  the  holder 
to  teach  throughout  the  public  schools,  except  in  departments 
of  high  schools  doing  four  years '  work. 

For  completing  the  three-year  rural  course  for  eighth-grade 
graduates  the  State  Board  of  Education  issues  a  second-grade 
elementary  certificate  valid  for  two  years  and  after  eight 
months '  successful  experience  a  first-grade  elementary  certif- 
icate valid  for  three  years. 

Those  holding  only  the  elementary  certificates  usually  teach 
in   the  rural  schools. 


RELATION   TO    THE    STATE    UNIVERSITY    AND    THE 
AGRICULTURAL   COLLEGE 

By  an  arrangement  with  these  institutions,  they*  will  accept 
nearly  all  of  the  normal  school  work  for  either  entrance  or 
advanced  standing.  Students  who  complete  an  advanced  or 
elementary  course  can  make  a  bachelor's  degree  at  either  of 
these  institutions  in  from  two  and  a  half  to  three  and  a  half 
years.  Other  standard  colleges  and  universities  whether  in 
the  state  or  not,  will  receive  graduates  of  the  school  in  about 
the  same  way.

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MODEL  RURAL  SCHOOL  BUILDING 
This  building  is  the  result  of  an  attempt  to  illustrate  in  all 
essential  respects,  taking  into  account  the  modern  practical  de- 
mands upon  education,  the  best  that  is  practicable  and  feasible 
in  a  typical,  well-to-do  country  locality  in  the  way  of  a  build- 
ing for  either  an  ungraded,  one-teacher  school  or  a  partly 
graded  school  of  two,  and  possibly  three,  teachers,  the  latter 
of  which  will  be,  for  a  long  time  to  come,  the  most  common 
type  of  consolidated  rural  school.  Blueprints  and  an  illus- 
trated, descriptive  bulletin  giving  detailed  information  about 
the  construction  of  the  building  may  be  had  by  writing  to  the 
normal  school. 

In  its  model  rural  school,  which  is  in  actual  operation  during 
both  regular  school  year  and  summer  term,  the  normal  school 
aims  to  •  illustrate  the  best  obtainable  things  not  only  in  a 
building  but  upon  the  sides  of  the  grounds,  equipment,  teacher, 
course  of  study,  daily  program,  methods  of  instruction,  man- 
agement of  children,  and  social  activities — in  a  word  to  make 
the  model  rural  school  a  rich  source  of  inspiration  and  helpful 
suggestion  to  all,  especially  teachers  and  school  officials  who 
are  interested  in  rural  education  and  the  general  development 
of  country  life.
